TREATMENT OF NON-WHITE 
RACES. 


(Daily Press, lxt April). 
-An article of some significance, as in- 


dicating the drift of public opinion at |; 
home, appeared a short time hack in the : 


London Tinea with reference to the position 
of European nations ,via-a-ris what the 
writer designates the A‘ non-white races.” 
Tt is evident that this subject is beginning 


to exercisalthe atteation of the authorities 


at home aud is becoming recognised as of 
much more than merely academic interest ; 
and as undouhtedly coming within the range 
of practical politics. It is not diffieult to 
read between the lines that the intenticn of 
the article is partly as n‘‘ feeler,’ and partly 
to prepare public opinion for changes of a 
radical nature in our dealings with Asiatic 
nations, and more particularly with China 
and Japan. The iminediate accasion of the 
article was the trouble which arose in the 
United States with reference to the exclusion 


of Japanese school children from the schools ; 
in San Franciscu; but this is only made a! 


text for a general disquisition upon the 
whole subject in which views are put for- 
ward which go counter to many time- 
honoured and generally-accepted theories 
upon ourrelations with “non-white” peoples. 
The writer holds that the time has come for 
the white races “to take a fresh survey of 
the whole situation and to recognise tbat 
in the changed conditions, their old 
haughty and dictatorial attitude stands in 
need of modification.” The claim to spread 
the blessings of civilization amony non- 
white people which bas hitherta been made 
the justification of much that has been done 
in the Far East is declared to be only an 
excuse on the part. of Western nations for 
furthering their own interests ; and to he 
no longer tenable in face of the fact that in 
inany directions, and of course notably in 
Japan, Enstern nations have only too well 
adopted European civilizations, and have in 
fact in certain instances betiered the 
instruction. ‘ We have,’ the writer urges 
“to deal with the entry of a new industrial 
force into what have been the practical 
preserves of the white races."' This is the 
case not only in-Japan but also in India, 
where the non-white populations are seeking 
outlets for goods, the manufacture of anid 
commerce in which have hitherto een 


exclusively in the hands of Europeans. This, * 


it: ig justly pointed out, is hecomiry a 
serious matter, as ‘ white industry has thus 
to face a new competitor possessing the 
enormous economic advantage of pro-tucing 


at a very low cost. and capable of enormous . 


expansion before any great rise in the price 
of abundant labour can be anticipated.” 
Thefacts set forth are berond dispute, but 
the seen deduction from them may 
certaiuly be qu stioned.

A local San Franciscan 
recently remarked that be would like ta see 
Germany aud Japan figut an cxhausting 
fight, and then to see Amvrica lek beth, 
This Neronian ruthlessuess was, we fear, a 
result of newspaper nurture; and it canuct 
be overlooked that it isa growth bouud ta 
bear frui‘,’at polling bouths and clsewhere. 
It will bea sad thi gy: if some historian of the 
future has to writ that the Press, which so 
Jargely helped to give man liberty. finally 
converted him inte a bloodthirsty coward, 
who would neither learn to shoot nor cease 
to shout; who belluwed for causelegs wars, 
and sent his undergrawn and underpaid 
striplings to take part in them.

Time after 
time, when escape seemed impossible, he gave 
the military and the police the alip, and renewed 
his depredations at same place where he was 
leaxt » xpected. To liken bim to Rebia Hood 
or Rob Ray is perbaps {oo complimentary. 
He powersed tha resource and fearlessness of 
these men but he bad no eamblance of their 
chivaley, Yaan wasdaring, bat he wan bratal ; 
he was horribly savege. Hehas ben known to

It is 
for any shareholders who may have any objection 
to such resolutions, or who may wiah to amend 
them, either to go to the office of the Company 
to look up the Articles of Association or else 
sead and buy acopy. Ia the presant transitory 
state of the business of the Company the 
directors would not recommend the issue of 
debentures. There is no doubt that the issue 
of debentures would be more advantageous frcm 
the founders’ shareholders’ point of view, as, 
the Company would have to pay a guaranteed 
interest very much less thau the cumulative one 
accord ng to the Articles of Association. At 
the same time, I may point out the dangers 
which might ensue were we to iasna debentures, 
by stating, that not very long ago, in a town 
not far distant from Shanghai, where a Com- 
pany built up a similar undertaking to ours by 
having borrowed one-third of tha cost in 
debentures, so long as the business was paying, 
things went satisfactorily, but when two or 
three lean years came along and they could 
hardly pay their working expenser, much Jess 
the intereston debentures, what was the result. 
The debenture-holders foreclosed on the property 
aud sold it by auction at a time when business 
was very bad, and ths property hardly realized 
an amount sufficient to pay the debenture- 
holders, aud the shareholders got nothiog for 
their trouble. That- property, gentlemer, on 
the tevival of business, is paying very hand- 
somely to its present owners. After this 
statement Ido not think that any of the 
shareholders’ would pledge the property of 
this Company at the pruseut juuctire. There 
isone thing more which I will point out now to 
those who acquired shsres in tha Company 
recently, that there is a clause—I may say a 
very valuable clause—in cur lease, which gives 
to us the refusal of purchase of the land upon 
which the Palace Hotel is built.
